or smooth) and your preference for a 
plain or stippled effect. Then let Paint 
Headquarters advise you,and combine 
this with your own good taste. There is 
no question about the result — it will 
be charming. 

Whether your walls are of rough or 
smooth plaster, you can have them 
done over very economically with a 
single-tone paint.
